one. - Children are among the best things, if not
the very best thioga in life, but thelr little hends
do not hold pll the fancy and poctry in the
world. Thore are o few things that are beyond
them. The best thinges, for instance, that are
#ild about children nre so of necessity. Chil-
dren may be termed objective. In o great mea-
sure wo mwake them what thoy are, and we fur-
ther greatify ourselves by Investing them with
altributes of which they themselves do not
dream, “‘Ting-w-Ling" will walk straight into
the affections of any sensitive or imaginative
ebild, but that Is not giving the book its {ullest
or chiefest pralte, The nuthor loves children,
he knowa thelr loyalty snd sweetness, but to
amuse thew s the least part of his ambltion,
He flies the kite, but only as Franklin
did, to control--at least to regulate, to make avl-
dent, & mysterions power in nnture—in thiscose
the universal good-will, the love of kind, the
fosterlng of the homely affections which are the
groundwork of soclety. He writes not only for
children, but for the childiike spirit, The little
ones eannot fuil to come very near ao geninl &
teacher, but the futher and mothor of the litlle
ones, together with aselected army of aunts and
uncles, will come yet nearer.  We think it is
dolog the six-year old no injustice to deny his
abiolute jurisdiction in this master. We would
rather talke Mr. Stockton's glants und fairies as
verities than do so cruel a thing. No! Three
fool nothing and o hall devours the story, and
is blind to our criticism: but we in onr screner
helghts are aware that shree foot, In the natere
of aflairs;, caunol know everything until ne has
babies of his own. Mr. Stockton possessed a
combination of fancy, inventive power, and rara
qualnt humor which, if strikes us, ig certain to
#aln bim an abiding avdience. There is not
another man or woman in America who conld
have written this hook, and we do not forgot
elthor that Mr. Aldvich, Mrs. Plhelps, nnd other
authers have written admirable stories for ehll-
dreg. But “‘Tlog-a-Ling” is on sanother and a
higher plane. The author can he compared to
no one but Hans Clristian Aundersen, and ounly
to bim in motive, certainly not in either matter
or manner.
